After the second word in the second sentence in 
subparagraph l.c., page 2, insert "reviewing and making recommendations 
concerning"*

c. Recommendation. Change the third sentence in subparagraph l.c.,

d. Recommendation. Change the first sentence in subparagraph l.c.Cli), 
page 3, to read: "AT Interagency arrangements for more effective utiliza- 
gf a wide variety of publications and materials."

The last subparagraph (following subparagraph 
l*c.(lj.)) on page 3 is substantially a restatement of subparagraphs l.c.(2) 
and l.c.(3) and should be deleted. 

f. Comment : Interagency arrangements under NSCID 7 are described 
on page 5> It is noted th at the agreement concerning the exploitation of

omitted* 


g. Recommendation. Subject to Department of State concurrence, 
change the first three words of paragraph 2, page 8, to read: "The most 
serious to the Department of State..."* 

Comment : This discrepancy is not considered to be the most 
serious shortage handicapping the intelligence community. 

h. Recommendation . Change the first sentence on page 10 (lines 1 
through U) to read: "Substantial improvement in military intelligence 
collection under present personnel, equipment and operating expense lim- 
itations, apart from.... etc". 

Comment : This change offers a more comprehensive expression 
of the Military Attache situation. 

i. Recommendation . Delete subparagraph 3 .a., page 10. 

Comment: This subject is under active consideration by both the 
EIC and its Subcommittee on Requirements and Facilities for Collation. 
While coordination undoubtedly can and will be improved during FY 1956, 
no altered emphasis and/or modified coordination is anticipated* 

j. Recommendation. Change the first sentence of subparagraph 3*c., 
page 11, to read: "One of the objectives of intelligence... etc.". 

Comment: This situation is not considered a "major problem", 
but rather a desired improvement vrhich is receiving increased emphasis 
in proportion to its probable intelligence potential. 

k. Rec ommendati on . Change the second sentence of subparagraph 3.c., 
page 11, to" read: '"i&ny of these individuals are well informed. . .etc.". 
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Comment: Reference to MAAG personnel participating in intelli- 
gence activities " is considered, unnecessary and undesirable. Mention of 
FGA and TJSIA. in this sentence is deleted for uniformity.
